MACON AND WESTERN RATLROAD—ITS regoed 


BY THE CENTRAL—WHAT THEY SAY 
ABOUT IT IN MACON—THE LAWS 
OF THE LAST LEGISLA- 
TURE—WHEN To BE 
PUBLISHED. 


I left Atlanta yesterday afternoon primed 
and fortified for the Savannah Regatta by a 
bait of Crittenden & MeComb’s fine turtle 


soup, prepared from that huge turtle captured 
by the Savannah lawyers, in Brunswick. Mr. 
Crittenden hospitably vanquished me. The 
ride over Captain White’s railroad was a 
pleasant one. The Macon and Western 
Road is one of the best appointed and best 
managed roads in the country, and will bea 
congenial accession to the Central. 
THE LEASE. 

By the way, I hear much comment upon 
the lease of the Macon and Western by the 
Central, and many think that the encourage- 
ment given to the Atlanta and Sayannah 
Road by the Central was hypocritical and 
strategic, and lone to force a lease of the 
Macon and Western. If this is true, it is a 
matter for condemnation, If Mr. Wadley 
wrote as is claimed, urzing the Atlanta pcto- 
ple to take up the enterprise, and promising 
the co-operation of the Central, if he and his 
friends of the Central deliberately started 
the project to dupe and disappoint the people, 
if he has dissimulated an interest in and a 
zealous co-operation with that air-line enter- 
prise only to thwart in the hour of success — 
secretly kill it by other combinations, and 
use jt as a means to absorb other lines neces- 
sary to his road, it forms a chapter of dupli- 
city and unfair dealing that has the merit of 
an undeniable sharpness, but that certainly 
evokes the reprobation of every fair-minded, 
right-thinking man. The “ways that are 
dark and the tricks that are vain” may suit 
the moral aimosphere of the “ heathen 
Chinee,” or the more heathen Radical, but 
ainong proper men I heve yet to learn that 
under our Southern or any other genuine 
code of honesty, bad means justify a success- 
ful and laudable end. 

I discuss this matter of course in this view 
on the hypothesis that the rumor of repre- 
hensible strategy is true, while I am loath to 
believe it true, and hold it untrue until con- 
firmed indubitably. That Colonel Wadley 
and his conferes should start intoactivity the 
Air-Line enterprise, help get a charter, and 
aid in spurring the people of the country to 
working for it, all to get a clutch upon the 
Macon and Western, and then when the ob- 
ject is gained, deliberately throttie the Air- 
Line and contemptuously kick it aside, dis- 
appointing hopes they had created, decciving 
those who had trusted them, and rendering 
null the expense and efforts they had 
prompted, isa grave outrage, and deserves 
the severest censure. It is trifling with the 
public. It is violating the simplest rules of 
common honor and honesty. 

I hope the rumor is untrue. It is well 
known that Mr. Cuyler, forso many years the 
President of the Central, and the leading 
riilroader in the State, a sagacious, far-seeing 
railway executive, desired the Atlanta con- 
tinuation of his road from Tennelle, and 
thought it would be to the advantage of the 
Central. We are loath to believe that Mr. 
Wadley would hy pocritically favor a measure 
he secretly opposed. Captain White and the 
Macon interests undoubted against the 
Air-Line from Savannah to Atlanta, because 
it will affect them injuriously. Their op- 
position is natural, The lease matter is said, 
however, not to be overyet. The ratification 
of the stockholders of the Macon and Western, 
of the action of their President and Directors 
is yet to be made. The Macon and Bruns- 
wick will be injuriously aifected by the lease. 
That road and the Central are rivals, 
and have both been striving for the con- 
trol of the Macon and Wesiern in order 
to secure the business from here to Sa- 
vannal. The Macon and Brunswick tried to 
lease the Macon and Western, and offered 
two per cent. more than the Central, but 
failed, notwithstanding its better offer, owing 
to the power of the Central. As the Macon 
and Brunswick owns considerable stock in 
the Macon and Wesfern, a stiff fight is antic- 
ipated over the ratification of the lease by the 
stockholders. This comes off the latter part 
of June. : 

FROM MACON TO SAVANNAH. 

The arrangements for traveling from At- 
lanta to Savannah are very fine. The trav- 
cler can take the 6 o’clock Macon and West- 
ern in the morning at Atlanta and connect 
with the Macon and Brunswick train at 11, 
and reach Savannah at half after 19 the same 
evening. Thus the trip is made in a day, 
and a good night’s rest obtainable in Savan- 
nah, The distance is about three hundred 
tniles. 
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THE BROWN ILOUSE. 

I find the Brown House booming. It loses 
none of itsold attraction. The new part of the 
house is elegantly gotten up with fine marble 
topped walnut furniture and Brussels carpets. 
My room is hung with beautiful and expen- 
sive pictures, and is furnished like a palace. 
The enterprising Browns are not behind the 
age. They keep up with progress. The day 
of expensive comforts is upon us. A man 
has the luxuries of wealth for a small price 
at the fine hotels that everywhere dot the 
country. It must be admitted, however, 
that there are few to equal this fine house. 

Macon seems quiet, showing her usual con- 
trast to the bustle of Aflanta.

The brief season of Italian Opera which 
we have enjoyed this spring, has been the 
most brilliant in point of audience, and the 
poorest (in some respects) in point of per 
formance that has ever appeared within the 
walls of the Academy.

An admirably 
trained orchestra, a fair tenor and Miss Kel- 
logg for prima donna, made up for many of 
the shortcomings, however, or at least fur- 
nished an excuse for “beauty,” and fashion ” 
to fill the boxes and obtain the attendance of 
devoted cavaliers; and the number of dress- 
coats decorated with rosebuds, of delicately 
tinted gloves and white edge vests, fitting to 
different parts of the house between the acts, 
was more in accordance with the opera cus- 
toms before the war than anything we have 
secn of lateycars.

DRESSING FOR THE OPERA. 
For the benefit of those ladies who only 
occasionally visit the opera, it may be re- 
marked that full dress is by no means requi- 
site. Toilettes are graduated, and very prop- 
erly, so far as conveniences are concerned, by 
the part of the house in which the seats are 
ocated. Ladies occupying boxes are expected 
to appear in full dress—that is, without bon- 
nets—but an uncovered neck is rarely seen. 
In the more democratic dress circle and par- 
quette, ladies wear bonnets and handsome 
suits, occasionally an opera cloak or jacket, 
but rarely a trimmed dress. Indeed, upon 
the bare floor and in the mixed assemblage 
which gathers in the lower part of the house, 
elaborately dressed heads and drawing-rooin 
toilettes would seem very much out of place 
With gentlemen it is different. From them 
dress coats, white edged vests and light kid 
gloves are exacted in any part of the house, 
and latterly they have taken to wearing but- 
ton hole bouquets, which impart a very fete 
like air to their otherwise uniform and too 
monotonous style of dress. 
SOCIETY COATS. 
There is a strong disposition on the part of 
many gentlemen to kick at the dress coat 
business, and insist upon their right to wear 
whatever kind of coat happens to be con- 
venient for them to wear. They insist, with 
truth, that the exactions with respect to dress 
exclude all the brains from society, and that 
society will never amount to anything so long 
as all the energy must be expended on a neck- 
tie in order to get there. At present the 
brainless peopie have quite the best of it; in 
fact they are the only ones who can properly 
sustain position in a circle from which ideas 
are excluded, and clothes made to take their 
place.

SUMMER SILKS. 


Quite new and exceedingly pretty summer 
silks have followed the little hair-stripes 
which appeared early in the season, and have 
created an almost equal furore. They are 
soft, light, yet durable, and possessed of con- 
siderable body, without weight or stiffness. 
They are knownas armure foulards, armure 
de Lyonand armure Benzein, the latter the 
name of the maker. They are imported in: 
all the lovely, neutral ecru, and are almost 
uniformly employed in two shades as the 
same colors, or in connection with a solid silk 
of a different shade of the same color. 
In addition to the armures, which are 
$2 per yard, there are new twilled foulards 
and undressed silks for costumes at $1 50 per 
yard, which are very effective and useful 
because they do not crush easily, and being 
all silk, will clean and afterwards dye for 
linings, or the foundation for costumes of 
black grenadine. They also make excellent 
traveling suits for ladies who stop much at 
hotels, and require something handsomer 
than linen. 
The two most fashionable tints in Armure 
de Lyon are tea-rose and Frou-Frou, the lat- 
ter a pale salmon, with a primrose flush in it. 
The first is worn en costume over nut-brown, 
the second over black striped silk or grena- 
dine. The darker coloralways enters some- 
what into the trimming of the costume, binds 
the ruffles or edges the folds ; but description 
of such complicated designs as are now 
worn would be useless, they must be seen. It 
may be remarked, however, that the “ cos- 
tume ” so called, nearly always consists of a 
polonaise cut, with a postillion basque and 
full skirt at the back, instead of an upper 
skirt and jacket, as last season, and is cooped 
at the sides only. 
Sashes are worn for convenience by those 
who have them, but the new toilettes for the 
street dispense with them. . 
Chambery gauze and light tissue of that 
description are reviving the unbecoming 
“ baryadere” stripes which had a brief suc- 
cess twelve years ago, and burdened many 
women With rich silk dresses, which looked 
like balmoral petticoats, and were unbeara- 
ble when the little rage for them had died 
out. It is said they are to reappear again the 
coming fall—we hope not. 

WASHING SUITS. 
Washing suitsof white and buff linen and 
lawn have become quite as indispensable to | 
women as to men, and are made in much 
greater variety for the former than for the 
latter, from whom undoubtedly they orig- 
inally borrowed the idea... 
The cost, ready-made, ranges from five to 
fifty dollars, the latter price including datisée | 
trimmed with ginpure of the same shade, and 
fine piques trimmed with bands and ruffles 
of embroidery. Quite a novelty is exhibited 
in English suits of linen embroidered with | 
white cotton, or with black and. crimson, or 
scarlet wool. They are rather pretty at first 
sight, but would look dreadful vul when 
they become common. The English seem to 
trim their cheap fabrics altogether too much. 
Coarse, yellow linen comes in suits, tricked 
out with imitation, a cotton imitation of 
Duchesse lace.

Forsyth —From the Advertiser _we giean 
the following: 

Rey. Hiram Phinazee has sent us severai 
stalks of oats six fect and ten inches in length, 
wiih heads twenty-two inches. The crop in 
the field from which this gigantic sample was 
taken, will average five feet in height. 

Commencement exercises at this institu 


tion in July next will prove of unusual inter- 


est. The graduating class will be composed 
of thirty-five or forty young ladies. The ex- 
ercises of the week will _be announced in our 
next. 

Tie farmers of this county began cutting 
wheat yesterday, and the yield is much better 
than was anticipated a month ago. There 
was buta small area sown last fall, yet, with 
the unfavorable seasons, the small crop will 
pay far better than the same land ia cotton, 
und with a large saving of labor and other 
necessary expenses of cultivation. 

Itis ramored that two of the faithful, who 
have hitherto laid some claim to respectability, 
propose to escape the odium of their princi- 
ples by erasing their names from the bond 
given by the Sheriff of the county. 

The representative from this county in the 
last legislature, who is bare-footed on top of 
the head, is now engaged in the effort to 
break up the colored school, and all because 
“Mr. Tucker,’ the principal, is not a noisy 
Radical. Tucker has been here for several 
months, and, so far as we know, has given 
very general satisfaction to his patrons; and, 
at the same time, won the respect of the 
white people by unobtrusive conduct. In- 
deed, some of his pupils,* from sixty to 
seventy years of age, whom he has flogged 
frequently, think him a model teacher, and 
will continue his patrons. 

Col. A. D. Hammond has a patch of red 
clover which he is now harvesting, that will 
averace five feet, and pay more this year than 
the same ground would yield in cotton in 
three years. It is the third crop of the sow- 
ing of 1569 and will doubtless yield five 
more good crops before it will require re- 
sowing. 


Rev. Jolin Jones, of Griffin, preached to a 
large congrega ion at Pye’s Lali last Sabbath 
morning, ius fervid, interesting and in- 
structive remarks were characterized by great 
depth of thought. Selecting as the text of 
his discourse, “ The love of Christ constrain- 
cth us,” three leading points were presented 
—the origin, end and power of Christ's love 
—all of which were clearly and forcibly im- 
pressed upon the minds of the audience. 

After the sermon, twenty or thirty names 
were enrolled, and church organization per- 
fected by the election of A. H. Sneed as 
Deacon, and Wm. M. Anderson and W. L. 
Carmichael as Elders. 

Twelve or fifteen years ago, the church 
here was in a very prosperous condition, but 
during the war lostorganization. Since then, 
many members of the denomination have 
come mong us, and the register is now very 
creditable in point of numbers.

Coupled to all of that comes the disap- 
pointments following each other in rapid 
succession. 

The villages and cities generally have not 
been subjected to such a radical change, and 
their ereatest loss was simply that of 
iIneans. 

When the war ended and business recom- 
menecd, the towns wore the appearance of 
okd times, and commenced at once to draw 
in the intelligence and wealth from the 
country, this drain is growing every day, and 
is werihy of serious attention. 

As the towns are enticing away the plant 
ers, the country fails to attract the mer- 
chants, 

There is but the one remedy for this un- 
fortunate state of affairs, and that is railroad 
progress and growth of villages and towns. 

The reason why, is because both increase 
the value of lands within reach of their in- 
fluence, except where a raijroad moves as a 
monopoly. 

Taking the arable lands that are immedi- 
ately infiuenced by Aucusta, Atlanta and 
other smaller towns—Savannah being tl: 
seaport at present—we find but little inclina- 
tion on the part of planters to leave their 
homes, yet a predisposition exists. favoring 
the adoption of the small farm system. 

We want our large towns to grow greater, 
and our villages to become larger—we need 
more railroads, but we don’t want one road 
to control all. 

Wherever a railroad runs, pleasant little 
villages spring up along its line that give vim 
to the country for miles around ; the road be- 
comes sclf-supporting, and a tremendous in- 
fluence exerts itself favoring the large towns. 

When our State has been revolutionized, it 
will bave been affected thus—the planters that 
are able will go to the cities and villages from 
the distant country; around the larger cities 
small farms will appear and extend out along 
the railways on all sides, surrounding the 
villages, and, with a progressive spirit ani- 
mating all, the State will become an Empire. 

In order to bring about a result so desir- 
able, one must not lose sight of another in- 
terest, and one railroad need not think it can 
control those that are built, or keep projected 
Ones under. 

The Central Railroad feels all-powerful. 
every road in the State is afraid of it, and it 
stands bir [ke pre-cminent. 

Phe Central Railroad is well aware of the 
advintoces that are derived from champagne 

., during a certain season of the 
hen u certain body is in session, and 
ce ing that it ecan afford to treat in divers 
was, i ls certain of retaining its Sway. 

(Goorgia needs to-day one railroad, and she 
should not fail, ard Savannah wants it, 
Atlania wants it, Memphis and the great 
Northwest wants it. 

That road. should be built, not from Ten- 
nille, but from Savannah to Atlanta, 

Savannal, needs another interior line that 
will coipcte With the Central, and she will 
then fenioy facilities as a wholesale market 
unknown et present. Not knowing the mo- 
tives actuating her city government, the peo- 
ple must condemn their action. 

Now is the time for Savannah, by a wise 
anil Jiberal stroke of policy, to open new 
sourees of Opulence and power, and what is 
of first importance, she should exceed all for- 
mer liberality by a generous appropriation to 
a railroad branciing to the north, northwest 
and northeast, through a region necessarily 
tributary to her, 

Atlanta is a common centre and fully ap- 
preciutes her position and by her unparalleled 
exertions has done more to benefit Georgia 
than any other town in the State. 

Savannah can do as much, and now has it 
in her power to become the seaport and 
wholesale market of the South.

The Macon and Western was just affilia- 
ting with the Macon and Brunswick by way 
of a gentle competition with the Central 
Railroad, when it was gobbled up. 

If the people cannot find the means to 
break down monopolies, State Legislation 
shall be forced to, in spite of champagne and 
all other kinds of knicknacks. 

The people along the line of the Atlanta 
and Savannah Railroad are anxious for it. 

There can be no doubt that it is only a 
question of time. 

Only those that fear it fail to seé its im- 
portance. The interest of the State de- 
mands it, and there should be no delaying its

If the Constitution has accumulated improper 
provisions, it should be corrected as pointed 
out by the principles of that sacred instru- 
ment. Submit to it until the time comes when 
the Constitution can be amended and the 
odious provisions stricken out. 

GRATITUDE DEFINED. 

The working men of this country sbould 
have the virtue of gratitude and remember 
with their favors the legislators who cour- 
ageously advocate their principles. Though 
this thing called gratitude is getting to be a 
good deal like disinterested benevolence—lit- 
tle of it.

Dut this does 
not at all change the principle. 

STANDING BY THE CONSTITUTION, 

Let us preserve the Constitution of our 
country. Let the laboring man erect an altar, 
ay the Constitution on it and joining to- 
vether, standing around the common altar of 
our country, swear to God to stand by the 
Constitution and the Union. Give me the 
Constitution. It is the only safety. Do not 
trust to the discretion of Congress. Cling to 
the Constitution as the ark of your safety. 
Cling to it as the mariner clings to his last 
hope. 

PARTING WORDS. 

My last words to you, admonition or warn- 
ing, as you please to term them, are to pre- 
serve the Constitution of your country.

Sentenced to Death. 


The State vs. John R. Holsonbacke. Murder 
aml verdict of guilty, in Macon county 
Superior Court, May term, 1871. Remarks 
of Judge James M, Clark upon passing 
sentence on the prisoner: 

You have had a fair and impartial trial by 
an intelligent jury of your fellow-citizens, 
and a verdict of guilty has been rendered 
against you. The verdict is a just one, It 
comments itself to the goo. sense of ail 
fair-minded peopic; and must commend it- 
self to your own conscience. You have 
committed a creat crime, and must answer 
for it by submitting to the most terribie form 
of punishment known to the law. 

The whole country was startled with the 
intelligence of the death of Col. Geo. W. 
Fish, The cheek of men turned pale, who 
had never heard of his name. The news 
flashed across the wires, that as he was re- 
turning home, while on his way from the 
depot to his residence, at one o’cleck on the 
night of the 28th day of February last, he 
was shot and killed as he was passing the 
door of the court house. Stricken by an un- 
seen hand he fell and expired in a few mo- 
ments. 

Assassination is the most terrible and 
dangerous crime known to the law. I re- 
joice to Know that it is unusual in this country, 
but is confined chiefly to the States of Italy 
and other less civilized parts of the world. 
There can be, from the nature of things, no 
protection against it. The highest order of 
courage, and the highest developments of 
manhood are of no avail. The eye of the 
assassin, when once fixed upon its victim, 
pursues it with remorseless vigor in all crowds 
and places, at all times and seasons, both by 
day and by night. The bravest man in the 
country at once becomes a coward the mo- 
ment he is satisfied that the assassin is dog- 
ging his footsteps, and his hand isever ready, 
at some unsuspecting moment, to deal the 
fata! blow. He feels and realizes the alarm- 
ing truth that human ingenuity and human 
precaution cannot avail him; that the blow 
may descend upon him, like a thunderbolt, 
at any hour and place; that an unseen hand 


grasp. 

While it is the highest grade of crime, it is 
the lowest order of vice, and can only emanate 
from a mind thoroughly corrupted and de- 
praved, and totally devoid of all the 
nobler instincts of the race. The man 
who seeks the life of his enemy on 
the public thoroughfare, gives at 
least a narrow chance of defense or es- 
cape. The crime is a great one but our in- 
firm nature will allow some merit to the bold 
violator of the law, and sometimes will sur 
round the criminal with a false halo of cour- 
age and intrepidity. But he who from a; 
secret lurking place, at the dark hour of 
night, slays his unsuspicious victim, exhibits 
not one redeeming trait, but human nature in 
its most degraded form—man fallen from his 
high estate of honor to the lowest condition 
of vice, and below even some of the nobler 
instincts of the brute creation. No wonder 
that such a crime as this should awaken the 
whole country, and make men everywhere 
feel the insecurity of life—the want of that 
protection which the law itself throws around 
the lives of the people. 

There is no evidence that Colonel Fish 
ever knew that you had an unkind wish or 
entertained an unkind thought toward him. 
You met him as a friend, and never permit- 
ted any suspicions awakened in his mind of 
your evil ;purposes toward him. ‘The base 
and utterly groundless charge; whieh you 
and your confederate had hatched up a t 
him, you never communicated to him. He 
was suddenly cut off without the faintest 
suspicion of any evil thought on your part. 
» Your present condition may be traced to 
your habits of eee a distipation if. 
you had lived an industrious life, you would 
probably have lived a sober man, and 
would this day have been enjoying the soci- 
ety of your family, a contented and useful 
citizen. Your bad and vicious habits forced 
the wife of your bosom to abandon you, and
